Washington. July 32—The right of 


congress to define intoxicating bever- 
ages "was denied today by Samuel Un- 
termyer. a New York lawyer, in tes- 
tifying before the senate judiciary 
sub-committee, which is considering 
prohibition enforcement legislation 


PAY IT IS UP TO JURY. 


.Mr. Untemyer told the 
committee 


that neither under the war-time pro- 
hibition act nor the constitutional 
amendment could congress say that 
any particular percentage of alcoholic 
content constituted an 
intoxicating 


liquor. Both the act and the amend- 
ment, he argued, left this as a ques- 
tion of fact which could be determ- 
ined only before a 3«ry. 


In support of his contention that 


beer containing 2 75 per cent alcohol 
•was not in fact Intoxicating, Mr. Un- 
termyer submitted a mass of affidav.

Coblenz, Friday, July 11.—American 


soldiers who captured Cantigny and 
various other victories against the 
Germans are performing in a three- 
ring circus this week for the enter- 
tainment of the soldiers along the 
Rhine. Hundreds of German civilians 
paid an admission fee of one mark. 


The Fl rst division Is presenting the 


circus at Montabaur, and the first 
performance was given today. The 
circus will continue four days with 
two performances dally. Excursion 
trains were run today from Coblenz 
to Montabau for the benoflt of the 
soldiers of the Second and Third di- 
visions. 


The opening performances today 


were witnessed by at least 10,000 per- 
sons. There were side shows and re- 
freshment stands and all the other ac- 
cessories of a regulation circus. 


In the daily parade rn Montabaur, 


army trucks camouflaged to represent 
circus wagons rumbled over the cob- 
blestones of the town along with ele- 
phants, bears, camels and ponies from 
the Hagenback circus. 


All the human performers are sold- 


iers, includinig bareback riders and 
acrobats. There are wild west fea- 
tures with Indians and 
a 
stage 


coach and all the fittings, and Ro- 
man chariot races. The Germans ap- 
peared to enjoy the circus as much 
as the soldiers. 


London, July 12.—With a view lo 


raising the blockade, the board of 
trade has issued general licenses un- 
der trading with the enemy legisla- 
tion, authorizing, with certain reser- 
vations, the resumption of trade with 
Germany and German-Austria. 


The licenses do not remove the ex. 


istlng restrictions upon the payment

The safer way Is to or- 
der a certain amount of the article, 
such as a pint or a pound. Frequent 
ly the householder has his own cans 
or baskets and sends them to market 
lo be filled. It Is not at all unusua 
for such measures to be deficient in 
amount, and here the buyer is cheat- 
ing himself. It is for all such reasons 
that the Federal Bureau of Standards 
urges the installation of a simple 
but complete and accurate measur 
ing and weighing equipment In every 
home.

On the other hand, let us not fear 


to adopt a new thine that Is really 
good, merely because it has not been 
done before, to our knowledge. 


FOUR ESSENTIALS. 


There are four things thnt to my 


mind are essential to free govern- 
ment

The freedom of the executive in 


the exercise cf its constitutional pre- 
rogative 


2 
The freedom of the legislature 


within Its sphere. 


3 
Th? absolute freedom 
of 
the 


courts from any dictation by any pow- 
er while consldeiine cases 


4 
The absolute security of 
the 


Individual citizen In all his rights, 
the absolute certainty that the Indi- 
vidual, while obedient to law, shall be 
secure In his life, his liberty and his 
property 


In considering a constitution for 


Illinois, vv o need not 
concern our- 


selves with the discussion of trealy- 
maklng since the right to make Tea- 
ties does not belong to Illinois. 


We have hud a new word Introduced 


Into our political language lately I 
am not quite suro that I grasp Its 
meaning clearly. I confess It smacks 
.- lifle 
of socialism to me, slnco 


a friend ot mine the other day WAS 
talking of ' modified 
socialism" 
In 


connection with it 


It Is tho wo^d "Socialize " There Is 


a sense In which this word appeals 
very stronprly to me, but tho word 
should be considered carefully to see 
that the letters do not , get mixed 
and the woid be debased Into "social- 
ism " 


If to socialize means to learn to 


think of the "other fellow" in the race 
of life, by all means let us all social- 
ize 
I believe in individualism as op- 


posed to socialism 
I am unalterably 


opposed to socialism of any sort, 
"modified socialism," or any other 
kind. bu» I firmly believe In the good 
sense of the word socialize. 


I believe thnt constitutions should 


secure the right of every man and 
woman to a square deal. 


It Is not the province of a consti- 


tution to declare that any individual 
shall have any advantage over any 
other Individual in the race of life 


Constitutions should be concerned 


only with giving equal opportunity to 
all, and securing each and all of u? 
In tho enjojme'nt of our earnings 
o;ir life and our personal freedom 
Whatever of good that the people 
may desire to do, through legislation 
for their unfortunate bretlnen, tho 
constitution should permit, and I be 
lleve all our present constitutions in 
this country do permit, such Icglsla 
tic u. 


TAXATION. 


Taxation occupies a large place in 


tha discussion of constitutions 
As 


taxes vary in amount with the activ- 
ities ot government, It seems that all 
that tha constitution need contain 
on the subject of taxes, is provision 
that no citizen or Inhabitant of the 
state should bo exempt from a propor- 
tionate tax, and further 
provision 


that all property within the stats by 
whomsoever owned, except proper'.y 
ot this state and of the United States, 
shall bear their real share of taxa- 
tion. 


, When the constitution has declared 
the, subjec'. of taxation, and possibly 
the basis of assessment, the rate or 
taxation must be left to the people 
speaking through their representa- 
tives! with a view to an economical 
and adequate public service. 
'A proper limit to the power In 
contract, debts by the state, or In- 
ferior units of the state, should b. 
sot to prevent 
wastefulness, but 
li 


should not bo so low that vital im 
provements could not be undertaken 


MINORITIES. 


Proper provision should be made tt. 


guard, against government by minor 
itles. 
The constitution ought neve 


to be amended, but by a majority o 
all the voters ot the state 


As an illustration, let us look a 


the vote taken in,the Uecatur schoo, 
district In April, 1919, on the subjei/1 
of Increased' taxation for school pur- 
poses. 
Less than Jen per cent ot th>- 


qualified voters set the levy. 


I voted for It and worked for it, 


b'ut it ought not to have won under 
the circumstances, though the votes 
in tavor of it were about seven to 
otic, against It 
It would have been

If we cannot geUpeople to go oul 


to vote on a subject that so nearly 
concerns us all a* does the ichool 
tax, It 1* hardly likely that, w« shall 
find a majority voting upon amend- 
ments to 
the 
constitution, unle's* 


there be a real need ot amendment. 
It I* to my mind, wrong to hav* U In 


the power of-a mere" majority* ot a. 
minority to,change the., fundamental 
law- 


It seem* to me that direct legisla- 


tion which I* advocated 4by seme peo- 
ple Is. sure to lead to chaotic gov- 
ernment by highly, organlied mlnorl- 
ties, and I am, therefore, opposed to 
the, Initiative and Referendum a* prac- 
ticed In some of our western states. 


CHECKS -AND BALANCES. 


Th* recall, too, should In my opin- 


ion, b* frowned upon. ,11 might oc- 
casionally seem'wise In the case of 
executive officers, but In the case of 
judges, It Is absolutely, destructive of 
all hope of fair trials. ' 


In every case In court, there Is a 


disappointed ^party.' no matter how 
Just the judge. It Is the1 very conse- 
quence .of litigations. .It will be triie 
until 
mankind 
becomes 
so 
fair- 


minded and honest that .there.will be 
no lawsuits, and attorneys will be no 
longer needed. 


If, therefore, our Judge* am to have 
tha recall dangling over their heads, we 
•hall soon .find growing inconatatenclea 
In the Interpretation of our laws. No B*H- 
raspectlnr man will - Mrva as Judge tor 
long* when ha fecla that some defeated 
litigant can, by appaal to-the paaalons of 
•mall minority of voters, force him to a 
defense of hla decisions, and hla charac- 
ter on tha stump. 


Just one word about checks and bfllaneea 
of the conatltutlona. In studying the argu- 
ments of those who would overthrow* our 
checks and balances. I,have been shrunk 
by the fact that In everv rase It la the 
freedom of the Individual that is threat^ 
oned. 
The agitators for the overthrow 


of our systems are really not so much 
concerned with a legislature frfo 
from 


executive, control, or even with the In- 
dependence of courts so far ns executive 
control is concerned, as they might seem 
to the unwary. They ana chle,fly concern- 
ed, with Invndlns the rights of their 
fellow cltleens. 


In saying this, I do -not chnrp;e dis- 
honesty of'nurpose. I merely Invite ntten- 


to ai fnet tint I nin sure nll-Cnn 


recognize. If they onlv aljt the reiHonlns. 


In offering these nu£RC«tlons. It Is my 
IHeet merely to slate Home things 1 ho- 
levo to he facts. J can, not nsk vou fnr

schools which hi free text hook*. 


It was feared by many school men 


that because of high prices It was a 
bad time to p. ess for the. enactment 
of a free text book, lawv A-fro* .text 
book bill was Introduced, . ^lowever, 
was passed by, both houses and sign- 
ed by the goverpor. There was a good 
deal of opposition In the legislature* 
The board of education can not tur'- 
nlsh free text books until authorized 
by an affirmative vote o" the people 
of district and then must waitj until 
one year after the vote has been 
taken.

WILL SAVE MONET. 


Superintendent Engleman who ns 


chairman of the legislative commlt-

Although it is a fact that the new Lightweight Safety Cars actually seat 


more persons than some of the cars now in service in Decatur, that is not the 
reason the company promises greater capacity. 


An increase in the number of'car units and a reduction in the "headway" 


or time between cars is the real answer to this cry. 


In the new Safety Cars we wil) h^ve seating capacity per car of thirty- 


two persons'. There is standing room for as many more, and under unusual 
conditions the cars in regular service have carried as many as seventy-two 
persons. 


The car is designed to make use of every inch of space. On each platform 


is a seat which may be dropped down when the car is headed in one direction 
and pushed up out of the way when it starts in the opposite direction. 


The seats are of a design especially intended for use in these cars, the 


trade mark being the "Waylo." They are somewhat lower than the cushion 
seats now in use in Decahir's best cars, with rattan covering, not cushioned 
and patterned after the opera chair. A person sitting on the inside may leave 


his seat in the same manner as a person on the inside in a row of theatre 
seat?, the person nearer the aisle standing up and pushing the seat up as he 
rises.

The entire floor of the car is on the same level. There is no extra step up 


to the main floor after the passenger has stepped from the street into the 
front vestibule. This feature not only saves exertion, but is an important 
factor in reducing the time occupied in loading or unloading. 


Pullman curtains and windows that can be opened and shut are other 


minor features, all lending to greater comfort and convenience for the passen- 
ger. 


As a sensible measure to aid in the service given, the push buttons at each 


seat are placed at a height which is out of the reach of younger children This 
prevents unnecessary stops, and is no inconvenience to the passenger, who 
rings the bell as he rises from his seat to start toward the door. The speed 
of the car makes it advisable for the passenger to start for the door more 
promptly.

Terre Haute Tribune, who was so enthusias- 
tic about those cars lhat even a big raid on 
a bootlegging joint couldn't make him stop 
talking for them. I finally escaped, however, 
and went down to the head offices, where I 
was further regaled with some facts and fig- 
ures about how many more passengers had 
played on some troublesome aldermen, who 
were always playing a hold-up game, with 
the street car company as the fall guys; how 
the public seems to think the car company 
folks are really human now instead of cast- 
iron bumping posts, and what a little heaven 
Terre Haute has become since the new cars 
came to town. 


A Monument Is Due 


"I've always had a notion Decatur was sort 


of a go-getter, and that I was a pretty good 
judge of street cars myself, but take it from 
me, if a year hence we don't erect a monu- 
ment to M. L. Harry, or whoever we can find 
who isn't too modest to take the credit for 
putting over the Safety Car and footing the 
bill, we're sure an ungrateful lot here.

Easy Riding Qualities Due to Truck 


INTERIOR OF SAFETY CAR 


The new rattan seats are of ample width for two persons, with a wide 


aisle between. The fare box is on the center post in the vestibule. Carman 
sits at the left, where both a seat and standing room are provided. There 
is no way of entering the door at the wrong end of the car; it is tightly 
closed. No chance for step accidents, nor for accidents caused by persons 
coming around from the rear of a car onto another track or in front of autos. 


A special type of truck is employed 


on safety cars, designed especially to 
avoid the rocking motion character- 
istic of other single truck cars. 


Instead of the greater weight resting on a 


center set of springs, which would act as a 
fulcrum, similar to the "horse" in the center 
of a teeter-totter board, the car's greatest 
weight rests on four elliptic springs extend- 
ing beyond the truck's main dimensions be- 
fore and behind. These springs absorb much 
of the rocking motion. It has been demon- 
strated that even under severe tests on ex- 
tremely rough track or at railroad crossings 
these ears ride easily and without causing 
passengers any discomfort. 


Designed For Greater Speed 
If Safety were not the Dirney car's first 


name, it would be "Speed." Speed in start- 
vtig, speed in getting over the line and speed 
in stopping. Speed in stopping is a big fac- 
tor from the safety standpoint, as an} one 
who drives an automobile knows. 


But speed in starting is just as big a help 


in shortening up schedules. The Safety Car 
has that speed, first by virtue of the power 
of its motors, specially designed of higher 
grade materials and higher armature speeds, 
which in turn necessitate higher pitch gear- 
ing than has previously been common in 
railway use. The twenty-five horsepower mo- 
tor weighs 900 pounds, as compared with 
some of the older motors rated at thirty-five 
horsepower and weighing 2,000 pounds. 


Extra light construction follows through- 


out, including lighter controllers and lighter 
seat construction. 


How the Car Starts 


The operation of the Safety Car in actual 


service illustrates the value of speed, The 


passenger waiting for it Is impressed by the 
quick stop made. The door-swings open and 
one or more passengers alight and the pass- 
enger steps on the car. 


If he is the only one boarding, the door is 


closed immediately and the car starts. The 
passenger drops his fare into the fare box, 
or if he does not have the exact change, the 
operator notches up to half-speed, holding 
his foot on the foot-valve to prevent an 
emergency stop, and makes change with both 
hands free. 


The Value of Exact Change 


If several passengers arc boarding the car, 


those with the exact fare ready often pass 
the one who has to have change. Register- 
ing the fares is done with a foot pedal in the 
floor of the car, which operates by compress- 
ed air, which also opens or closes the door, 


Other Convenient Features 


An electric light immediately over the step 


makes entrance or departure from the car at 
night easier. 


In the Dccalur Safety Cars four extra elec- 


tric heaters, and extra lining for the ceiling 
and sides, insure warmth in cold weather. 


A Golden Glow electric headlight is used, 


designed to do away with the glare while 
increasing the candlepowcr. 


A double trolley makes it unnecessary for 


the motorman to leave the car to change 
ends. A trolley-catcher holds down the one 
not in use. 


A sanding device, operated by the con- 


troller, aids in making stops quickly. Sand 
is applied by pressing down the brake-valve 
handle. 


Safety Car Features You 
May Have Misunderstood 


THE DOORS ABE NOT LOCKED—In an emergency, 


the automatic shutting off of the current when the 
motorman takes his hand off the controller releases 
the doors Any passenger can push the door open with 
his hand and get out quickly.

T M. Deam, principal of the high 


school, says that tht time is near at 
hand -when the high school year tvill 
be a four term year instead of a two 
semester year 
The success of the 


summer school in Decatur this year 
has helped *o demonstrate this 
In- 


stead of shutting up shop early in 
June and keeping it shut till early in 
September the school will be in oper- 
ation all the year round

school 125 students and eight teach- 
ers employed

There will bp 
a week's Interval between terms ir - 
stead of a three months mter\al be-] 
tween the end of the second semester 
and the beginning of the first 
The

Anv !

the seas.

chocolate factories, 3 candy factories 
and 8 Jam factories. 
In the 'matter 


of Jam, for instance, the Y secured

of

then into cans. Then the association 
went to the

authorities and 


said:, "We have the fruit pulp and 
the cans. 
Now, if you'll sell us the 


sugar we'll furnish the soldiers with 
jam." 
The sugar was 'supplied anj 


the jam was furnished. 


O course the cost of this was con- 


siderable. 
The cost of the finished 


product on the canteen shelves was 
no doubt more than 
it would have 


Been If this product had been brought 
from overseas. 
And here appears a 


peculiar fact concerning cost. If the 
U. S. army buys 100,000 cans of corn 


in Warrensburg, 111., at 10 cents a 
can and ships to Prance that corn 
is still worth only 10 cents a can. The 
transportation charges may amount 
to as much as the original cost of the 
corn but they are all absorbed by 
other war funds. 


The Y. M. C. A. had no other fund 


to absorb 
the 
transportation 
and " 


other charges. There was nothing: 
to do but to add them to the cost ot 
the goods as a merchant would do or 
to sell the goods at a loss. A little 
of both was done and It Is a fact that 
a great deal o£ stuff was sold at less 
than cost.

Probable selection of the activated 


sludge method for treatment. 


Decisions are: 
To ask the :lty council to can- 


cel the contract by which the sani- 
tary district was to pay $100 000 for 
water for dilution. 


Adherence to the location of the 


plant at the mouth of Stevens creek. 


Getting plans and beginning con- 


struction as soon as possible. 


LOCATION' AND ESTIMATES. 


for a short time the trustees con- 


sidered & suggestion that It might 
be wise In view Of a possible sav- 
ing of money to locate an activated 
sludge plant at the mouth 
of the 


Broadway sewer. After Investigation 
and deliberation It was concluded that 
It would be better to go ahead with 
the original plan for location, and 
that was the mouth of Elevens creek. 


Pearse * Greeley. the engineers, 


were askert to make revised estimates

STATEMENT BT PRESIDENT. 
In commenting on the matter of lo- 


cation, method of disposal, and other 
matters connected with the big pro- 
ject, W 
C Field, president of the 


board of trustees of the sanitary dis- 
trict said: 


"It certainly is the desire of the 


tiustees to locate the treatment plant 
at 
Oi near Stevens Creek, If 
the 


district is financially able to do 10, 
but a glance at the estimates given 
by the engineers for the obstruction 
of the plant at that 
point demon- | 


strates that every possible resource 
of the district will have to be conserv- 
ed In order to do this 


"We can only raise by bond Issue 


about'1815,000 and annually In taxes 
about $107,000, so that in the course 
of four at; five years, if all of the 
money available from bond Issues and 
annual levies, except such as Is abso- 
lutely necessary to maintain the or- 
ganization of the district, Is devoted 
to the construction of this Improve- 
ment, the board feels that It can see 
its way clear to undertake the pro- 
gram at once. 


WATER CONTRACT. 


"Some time ago when neither the 


plans lor the Impounding of water 
nor for the disposal of sewage were 
contemplated upon such a large scale 
as no'\ seems to be necessary, ow- 
tnig to the requirements of the Staley 
Manufacturing Company and of other 
large Industries proposed to be locat- 
ed in Decatur, the district In a desire 
to

ing scheme, offered to pay the city 
the sum of 1100,000 at the rat* of

GROWTH OF DEMAND 


"Now 
everythinr is changed 
The 


city water Impounding-'scheme I* con- 
siderably enlarged over ' what was 
originally contemplated 
and 'plan* 


have been devised whereby it 1* be- 
lieved it will be possible to carry 
out the proposed water Impounding 
scheme of the city, as now obtaining, 
by means of special assessment and 
It is not now deemed absolutely nec- 
essary that the sanitary district con- 
tribute to said scheme by the pay- 
ment of the $100,000 as aforesaid; and 
on the other hand these same condi- 
tions require that the sanitary dis- 
trict enlarge Its plant and give 
a 


more stable treatment to the sewage 
than was contemplated at the time 
the contract was made.' This of ne- 
cessity will Involve the expenditure 
of a greater sum of money. 


AT STEVENS CREEK. 


"If the treatment plant Is located 


at the Broadway sewer, the building 
of an intercepting sewer 
will 
be 


eliminated for the present; but If 
the plant Is located on the. Dipper 
land near Stevens Creek, every avail- 
able resource of the district, both 
from bond Issues and from annual 
taxes, will absolutely be required. 
Therefore, in order 
to 
locate 
the 


plant at Stevens Creek, It. will be 
necessary for the oily to relinquish 
and cancel the contract 
heretofore 


agreed to by and between the san- 
itary district and the city. 
Then 


too, 
if the plant is located at 
the 


Broadway sewer, It will be very soon 
necessary to treat the sewage of the 
Oakland and Seventh ward 
sewer 


and of the north part of town, In- 
cluding the hospital, and that will 
mean the Installation of another unit 
to the treatment plant, and a double 
operating cost, so it Is believed wise 
to look to the future in such a largo 
undertaking. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


"The district Is required to pass 


Its annual appropriation ordinance 
this month and get Its tax levy ready 
to file with the county clerk. There- 
fore, prompt action In this respect Is 
necessary, for if the city decides not 
to release the contract, then the sum 
of $25,000 must 
be Included In the 


appropriation ordinance, but If the 
$25,000 Is released, then this sum can 
.be used towards the construction of 
the proposed intercepting sewer. 


TO ASK COUNCIL. 


"A petition has been prepared by 


the trustees and It will be presented 
to the council at Its regular meeting 
Monday morning for consideration, 
and I hope that the request for can- 
cellation of the contract will be acted
